CHICAGO, Dec. S.—Whether Dowie's 


home, Shiloh, is connected -with the ad- 
ministration building, 200 feet away, by 
an underground tunnel is a question 
that is puzzling Custodian Paul Redies- 
Ue. Dowie had an appointment 
-with 


Kcdiesko and while the custodian was 
standing at the door of the administra- 
tion building, waiting- for Dowie to ap- 
pear, ho was notiBed that Dowio was 
awaiting him inside. Dowie kept anoth- 
er appointment today in the same mys- 
terious way, and then Bedieske came to 
tlic conclusion that Dowie must be pos- 
sessed of an underground passage be- 
tween the two buildings. Not once since 
the receivers seized Zion City has its 
founder been seen out of doors, yet he 
has held conferences both at lus homo 
nnd at the administration building. 


Judge Kohisaat this afternoon granted 


on application made by some of the cred- 
itors to have Dowie appear in person for 
examination before the referee in bank- 
ruptcy. 
' MUST REPORT WITHIN WEEK. 


This afternoon Judge Kohisaat order- 


ed that the receivers should report on 
the condition of the business of -the

dor that the court may determine whe- 
ther the receivership should be continued 
ov not. It was further ordered that all 
coupons issued by Dowie to laborers and 
wage earners in Zion City outstanding 
before Dec. 1, should bo accepted at the 


, discretion of the'receivers.

DOWIF.'S PLANTS INSURED.

A Chicago paper says of Dojvie's re- 


taining control over his followers: 


"Leave Zion and you lose your prop- 


erty." 


This is the ultimatum which John 


Alexander Dowie's followers 
fear, and 


their fear is keeping many in Zion when 
they would prefer to leave. 


Dowic's strength over his people lies 


in the lease by which all ffion property 
holders have obtained their rights. Each 
lease is for 1,100 years, but contains re- 
strictions which allow the 
holder no 


more rights than if lie rented 
from 


month to month. Dowie may revoke 
the kase at any time-and pay the in- 
vestor whatever sum he is willing to of- 
fer. 
The lessee has no recourse. 


In addition to binding himself to obey 


Dowie and the laws of Zion the lessee 
[caves his document in the overseer's 
care. The lease is locked in a private 
recorder's office maintained in 2ion City, 
md Dowie can refuse to give the holder 
access to the contract. 


Some residents of Z'.on recently have 


taken leases to the Lake county record- 
er's office, but even this course may re- 
sult in forfeiture 
of their contracts, 


worded for the purpose of giving Dowie 
supreme oentrol not only over his peo- 
ple but over their houses and lands as 
well. 


Restrictions ia the lease provide that 


the premises conveyed shall never be us- 
ed as 
"a place for keeping, raising 


slaughtering, or eating swine, or n place 
for tlic use or sale of intoxicating drinks, 
tobucco, or cigarettes, or for a drug 
store or physician's office." 


Some thirty other restrictions 
i 


named, and if any provision is violated 
the property shall revert to Dowie, in- 
cluding all improvements. "They shall 
be given up without any legal process,' 
it is provided, "the lessor agreeing to 
pay the lessee one-half the cash value 
of'the property, to be paid by promis- 
sory note if tlie lessor so decides." 


Tlic lust clause of the lease • declares 


that "the property is free from all form- 
er and other grants, bargains, sales, 
leases, mortgages', taxes, or assessments 
of every kind, nature and description 
whatsoever." 


Despite -this guarantee Dowie, it^ 


said, has only one tract of land in Zion 
not heavily mortgaged. Much of 
the 


land leased is given by Dowie as securi 
ty for loans.

Miss Phoebe J. Bishop, an aunt of Mr. 


A. Bishop, of this city, and a sister of

ed at Somers,' Kenosha county, one 
veek ago, died .on Tuesday evening of 
this week, at her Somers home, after a 
jrief illness of pneumonia. 


In speaking of the death of tlie two 


sisters, the Kcnosha News says: 


'A week ago the'deceased attended 


the funeral of .her sister and while at- 
.cneling the funeral she took cold which 
juickiy developed into pneumonia and 
caused her death. The death of Miss 
IJishop so soon after the death of her 
;istcr eoroes as a pathetic close of a life 
long comradeship which had existed be- 
tween the two .women. 


Miss Phoebe Bishop was 
sixty-one 


vears of age, while her sister, who died 
*. week before, was a year her senior. 
They were- the daughters of one of the- 
;arliest pioneer residents of this section 
of the country and growing up together 
they had spent their entire life in Keno- 
sha county. From a happy girlhood the 
two sisters had been comrades and for 
^ars they had lived at- the . Bishop 
homestead'in the village of Somers. Tlfe 
death of the sister caused universal sor- 
row in Somers but Miss Phoebe Bishop 
was particularly"affected nnd life seem- 
ed to have lopt its .charm for ber after 
her sister's death. 


Phoebe J. Bishop was born in tlie city 


of Kenosha on Nov. 10, 1842: Shortly 
after her birth her parents removed-to 
the town of Somers.ana she had resided 
there ever since. Slie was n. woman of 
many noble traits of character. She was 


lv member, of the Methodist church of 
Somers and one of its most active work-- 
era. 


The funeral will be Jield from the 


olmrcb. at two o'clock Friday afternoon 
and the remains will be interred by tlic 
new-made grave of tlie-sister in Oak- 
wood cemetery.

Emperer Thanks His Subjects For 


.TUeiv Solicitude During- Becent 


Illness-No increase in 


the Army. 


BERLIN. Dec. 3.—Chancellor von Bue- 


low as the emperor's representative, 
opened the reichitag in the white-hall 
of the palace today. 


The members of the reichstag in even- 


ing dress, court costumes, military uni- 
forms or clerical, coats, stood close to- 
gether in front of the empty throne and 
elfd-not occupy much space in the great 
marble 
room. 
The assemblage was 


smaller than on tlie lant occasion,, twen- 
ty-five of the loyalists having been turn- 
ed out by the socialists, not 
one. of 


whom ever attends' the opening of the 
reichstag, which is essentially a court 
function, all the members present wear- 
ing a royal order. 


- KAISER THANKS SUBJECTS. 
Von Buelow stood on the left of the 


throne and read the emperor's message 
to parliament: He said: 


"Ilia majesty has directed me to ex- 


press here his thanks to all those who 
have- sjTnpatliixed 
with his sufferings, 


and to say that their sympathy and 
hopes for his recovery have greatly re- 
joiced him." 


The chancellor . then 
pa&ed to the 


economic state of the country which he 
said still suffered somewhat from,- the, 
world ••wide depression -which \vas'unftiyJ"" 
orably affecting the 
imperial finances. 


Emphasizing the ever-increasing ; neces- 
sity for regulating the financial relation* 
of the empire with the-separate, states, 
the chancellor remarked that although 
a radical'settlement of tlie question was ' 
not now feasible, the government would 
propose a measure introducing the most 
essential reform.-;. 


The government, continued the chan- 


cellor, would propose retaining the pres- 
ent army footing .to April 25,.'i905. but" 
it desired to increase the. salary-lift be-, 
cause of the growing cost of living. The 
government further proposed to contin- 
ue the development o£ social legislation 
in the interest of .the weaker classes. 


CHEERS FOR EMPEROR. - 


Chancellor yon Buelow, when-he had 


concluded, nodded to Dr. Victor Rintel- 
oit, -.the oldest member present, who, 
stepping forward, proposed three cheers 
for the emperor, in which the few spec- 
tators present joined. 


The message was favorable-comment- 


ed upon, emphasis being placed on the 
fact that the government hnd not made 
any unusual demands on the taxpayers 
Although it was announced some time 
ago that tlie government would not de- 
mand a large increase for military pru- 
poses, the members of the reichstag felt 
cosier after the authoritative 
declara- 


tion from the throne. 


After luncheon the members reasseim 


bled in the reiclistag for the prelimin- 
aries of organization. 


All of the socialists were tlipn present.

The long expected report of Fourth 


Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow 


on the postal grafts is mada publ-ic. This 
investigation is primarily due to Post- 
master General Payne and Congressman 
Joud whose instance induced the thor-1 
ough investigation that hits baen raado. 
The chief offenders; are Tyner,, Maohen 
and Beaver, and the total graft'ia placed 
at not exceeding $350,000, -but. the cost 
to the people will 'largely exceed this. 


One of the results of the probe .may 


ne, at least it-ought to b.c, the increas- 
ing of tfie period of limitation, and this 
suggestion is duly made in the report, 
with the lengthening out to five years 
rascality could not so readily be con- 
cealed. 


Several suggestions are made of value 


;it addition to that of .increasing the per- 
iod of limitation, and, declares Mr. Bris- 
tow, '''what the service most needs, how- 
ever, is honest, intelligent aud vigorous 
administration.

A MOST SERIOUS ONE 


Provisions for Only a Week and Sup- 


ply Houses Demand Gash—Prophet 


Says His People Will Work 


for Nothing. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—Whether Dowie'3 


home, Shiloh, ia connected with the ad- 
ministration building, 200 feet away, by 
an underground tunnel is a question 
that is puzzling Custodian Paul Redies- 
ke. Dowie had an appointment with 
Rcdieskc and while the custodian was 
standing at the door of the administra- 
tion building, waiting for Dpwic to ap- 
pear, he was notified that Dowic was 
awaiting him inside. Dowie kept anoth- 
er appointment today in the same mys- 
terious way, and then Redieske came to 
the conclusion that Dowie must be pos- 
sessed of an underground passage be- 
tween the two buildings. Not once since 
the receivers seized /ion City Has its 
founder been seen out of doors, yet he 
has held conferences both at his home 
and at the administration building. 


Judge Kohlsaat this afternoon granted 


an application made by some of the cred- 
itors to have Dowie appear in person for 
examination before the referee in bank- 
ruptcy. 


MUST REPORT WITHIN WEEK. 
This afternoon Judge Kohlsaat order- 


ed Chat the receivers should report on 
the condition of the business of .the 


; .Xion-industrics within one week in or- 


der that the court may determine whe- 
ther the receivership should be continued 
or not. It was 'further ordered that all 
coupons issued by Dowie to laborers and 
wage earners ifi Zion City outstanding 
before Dec. 1, should be accepted at the 
discretion of the'receivers.- . 


CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—"A who have not 


Zion in their hearts cannot come into 
Zion "is the order promulgated today 
by John Alexander Dowie, through his 
chief of police. The order to the Zion 
guards, the police force of the Dowicite 
town of Zion City continued as follows: 


".From now on, arrest or escort to the 


city limits every person who either, is 
not of the faith or a United States offic- 
ial. 
We will bow to the government 


alone." 


Following this order the usual force 


of Zion guards was doubled, many of

"TRADE CHECKS" ARE GOOD. 


The We factories, lumber mills and 


other industries continued in operation 
today-and contrary to expectation Dowie 
"trade checks" were taken instead of 
money at the general store, a Dowie in- 
stitution in the hands of the federal re- 
ceivers. 


There was a rush for the general store 


that threatened to clean out the stock. 
Many who had exhausted their ready 
surplus of money and unable to pur- 
chase provisions with 
"trade checks" 


yesterday were in extreme need 91 food. 


Federal Custodian Redieske said today 


that his inspection of Dowie's books led 
him to believe that Dowie is better off 
financially than any bankrupt he liud 
ever known. 


The custodian added, however, that 


the receivership would undoubtedly last 
several months. Receivers Blound and 
Currier arrived in Zion City today and 
took up the work of examining into the 
condition of Dowie's finances. The re- 
ceivers are nt n loss to _understand 
where they can get the money to pay 
•workmen employed in the 
factories. 


Bowie, however, declares his people will 
work for nothing provided they are fur- 
nished with food. 


A QUESTION OF FOOD. 


While there is enough provisions in 


the city to iced the people for a' week 
now that script is being accepted, it is 
feared by the receivers that hard times 
may come when this is gone. A prom- 
inent canning and provision 
company 


has refused credit to Zion agents ami 
Announced that cash would be required 
for all provisions furnished in the fu- 
ture. This is said to be the/attitudu 
of other supply houses with reference 
to Zion.

Federal Judge Kohlsaat today issued 


an order to the Zion receivers authoriz- 
ing them to place $100,000 insurance on 
the Zion plants, none of which have 
heretofore been insured, and to employ 
such help as'is necessary in order to con- 
tinue the operation of. the factories. The 
receivers were also instructed to .enforce 
the Zion City ordinances so as not to 
offend the residents. 


TRUST FUND ENJOINED. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Dec. 3.—An 


injunction was served on Chas. K. Cook, 
who represents the Zion City interests 
in this city, restraining him from turn- 
ing over to Dowie a trust fund now 
held by him for his daughter ! Pearl 
Cook.

Charles E. Carman, one of the bondsmen 
for Cook as general guardian for Pearl 
Cook. Carman seeks to be relieved of 
the responsibility of said bond and asks 
that Cook be restrained from disposing 
of a' $1,200 mortgage which he holds as 
guardian for his daughter.

People uud Can Kevoke Auy Con- 


tract at His Will. 


A Chicago paper says of Do,wie's re- 


taining control over his followers : 


"Leave Zion and you lose your prop- 


erty." 
<-. 


This is the ultimatum which John 


Alexander Dowie's followers fear, and 
their fear is keeping many in Zion when 
they would prefer to leave. 


Dowie's strength over his people lies 


in the lease by which all Zion property 
holders have obtained their rights. Each 
lease is for 1,100 yiearsj but contains re- 
strictions which allow the 
holder no 


more rights than if 
'. he' rented from 


month to month. Dowie may .revoke 
the lease .at any time -and. pay the ..in- 
vestor whatever sum he is willing to of- 
fer. 
The lessee has no recourse. 


In addition to binding himself to obey 


Dowie and the laws of Zion the lessee 
leaves his document in the overseer's 
care. The lease is locked in a private 
recorder's office maintained in Zion City, 
and Dowie can refuse to give the holder 
access to the contract. 


Some residents of Zion recently have 


taken leases to the Lake county record- 
er's office, but even this course may re-' 
suit in forfeiture 
of their contracts, 


worded for the purpose of giving Dowic 
supreme ocntrol not only over his peo- 
ple but over their houses and lands as 
well. 


Restrictions ia the tease provide that 


the premises conveyed shall never be us- 
ed as 
"a place for keeping, raising, 


slaughtering, or eating swine, or a place 
for the use or sale of intoxicating drinks, 
tobacco, or cigarettes, or for a drug 
store or physician's office." 


Some thirty other restrictions are 


named, and if any provision is violated 
the property shall revert to Dowie, in- 
cluding all improvements. ''They shall 
be given up without any legal process," 
it is provided, "the lessor agreeing to 
pay the lessee cue-half the cash value 
of the property, to be paid by promis- 
sory note if the lessor so decides." 


The last clause of the lease declares 


that "the property is free from all form- 
er and other grants; bargains, sales, 
leases, mortgages, taxes, or assessments 
of every kind, nature and description 
whatsoever." 


Despite this guarantee Dowic, it is 


said, has only one tract of land in Zion 
not heavily mortgaged. Much of the 
land leased is given by TJowie as securi- 
ty for loans.

DEATH UNITES SISTERS 


The Misses Phoebe and Victoria 


Bishop oi Somers at Eest 


in the Grave. 


Miss Phoebe J. Bishop,.an aunt of Mr. 


A. Bishop, of this city, and a sister of 
the late Victoria Bishop, who was bur- 
ied at Somers, Kenosha county, one 
week ago, died on Tuesday evening of 
this week, at her Somers home, after a 
brief illness of pneumonia. 


In speaking'of the death of the two 


sisters, the Kenosha News says: 


"A week ago the deceased attended 


the funeral of her sister and while at- 
tending the funeral she took cold which 
quickly developed into pneumonia and 
co/used her death. The death of Miss 
Bishop so soon after the death of her 
sister comes as a pathetic close of a life 
long comradeship which had existed be- 
tween the two .women. 


Miss Phoebe Bishop was sixty-one 


years of age, while her sister, who died 
a week before, was a year her senior. 
They were the daughters of one of the 
earliest pioneer residents of this section 
of the country and growing up together 
they had spent their entire life in Keno- 
sha county. From a happy girlhood the 
two sisters had been comrades and for 
years they had lived at • the Bishop 
liomestead in the village of Somera. The 
death of the sister caused universal sor- 
row in Somers but Miss Phoebe Bishop 
was particularly affected and life seem- 
ed to have lopt its charm for her after 
her sister's death. 


Plioebe J. Bishop was born in the city 


of Kenosha on Nov. 10, 1842.' Shortly 
after her birth her parents removed'to 
the town of Somers ana she had resided 
Lhere ever since. She was a, woman of 
many noble traits of character. She was 
a memhei\ of the Methodist church of 
Somers and one of its most active work-' 
ers.

and the remains will be interred by the 
new 'made grave of the sister in Oak- 
wood cemetery.

Every 
option sold up to or past, the' 12 cent 
mark. The excitement 
and-• confusion 


was simply and 'absolutely beyond des- 
cription and'while the advance brought 
long cotton in tremendous volume the 
market continued to go up, breaking all 
previous high records for the season, and 
surpassing anything 
within even the 


days of last July in the intensity of 
activity and excitement. 


TRADING RING- ROPED OFF. 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 3.—New Or- 


leans cotton futures jumped from 52 to 
60 points on the reading of the bureau 
report; and estimate of this season's 
crop. ,_!(, was tne most exciting day in 
the history of the exchange. .The trad- 
ing ring had to be roped off so that the 
brokers? twenty deep, around, it might 
have "all the i room possible to trade in. 
The trading door was so crowded that 
itj was hardly possible to get from "one 
end of the room to another. 


FORTUNES MADE AND LOST. 


When the estimate was read, the trad- 


ing was almost impossible owing to the 
confusion. The volume of business prob- 
ably greatly exceeded that of any pre- 
vious day in the history of the exchange. 
Brown." the leader, and other prominent 
bulls bid for immense quantities of cot- 
ton and covering by shorts who looked 
for an estiinated crop of at least 10,400,- 
000 was also heavy. Fortunes were 
made and lost within five minutes "after 
the estimate was out. Within four min- 
utes prices advanced forty points.

PREDICT COTTON FAMINE.

est cotton famine since war times; Tho 
high point was not far from the close 
when December sold at 1232, January at 
1246, March 1250, May 1257 and.

press; here his thanks to all those who 
have sympathized with hiij sufferings, 
and to say that their sympathy and 
hopes lor his recovery have greatly re- 
joiced him." 


The chancellor , then pai&ed to the 


economic state of the country which he 
said still suffered somewhat from the 
world wide depression -which was annt^" 
orably affecting .the imperial finances. 
Emphasizing the ever-increasing ; neces- 
sity for regulating the financial relation* 
of the empire with the -separate states, 
the chancellor rcmsj-ked that although 
a radical settlement of the question wa» 
not now feasible, the^ government would 
propose a measure introducing the moat 
essential reforms; 


The government, continued the chan- 


cellor, would propose retaining the pres- 
ent army footing, to April 25,.'i9Qo. but 
it desired to increase the salaryilUit be-- 
cause of the growing coat of living. The 
government further proposed to contin- 
ue the development of social legislation 
in the interest of .the weaker classes. 


CHEERS FOR EMPEROR.- 


Chancellor yon Buelow, when he had 


concluded, nodded to Dr. Victor RinteK 
en, -the oldest member present, who, 
stepping forward, proposed three cheers 
for the emperor, in which the few spec- 
tators present joined. 


The message was favorable .comment- 


ed upon, emphasis being placed on the 
fact that the government had not made 
any unusual demands on the taxpayers.

BUTLER, Pa., Dec. 3.— Up to nbou to 


day 1,143 cases of typhoid fever , ha«' 
been reported to the representatives ol 
the state board of health. There ai-i 
probably 100 unroported cases in the 
town. There was one death and several 
new cases today, but the belief is gener- 
al among the Butler physicians that the 
worst is over, and from now on. there 
.will be fewer cases of fever developed. 
Two hundred families, have received1 re- 
lief in the fovm of supplies, medicines 
and nurses.

resenting the creditors. The principal 
object was to plan for the continuation 
of the various industries.

conference is said to have been stormy 
at times when Dowie became angered at 
what he called "presumption" on the 
part of his opponents. 


FOLLOWERS 
WOULD LOSE. 


In Zion City all title to real estate is 


rested in Dowie. The tract of land upon 
which Zion is built was bought on a five 
year payment plan. Several payments 
are due, the last one falling September 
1. when Dowic paid up the interest .and 
asUcd for more time. Mortgages.on the 
land are held by the original owners and 
foreclosure would mean forfeiture of the 
lots and houses of the 
followers of 


Dowic. 


STILL BELIEVE IN LEADER. 


The followers of Dowic 
apparently 


were not dismayed to find Zion City, in- 
dustries in charge of the "Unhealed." 
In passing the bank and seeking the de- 
puty custodians on guard the Dowieites 
shrugged their shoulders and smiled. 


"Dr. Dowie will make fools of them 


all" declared one of the Dowieites. He 
ia laughing up his sleeve at thein now." 
" 
POLICY OF REGETVEKSHIP. 


The policy which might be pursued by 


the receivers was discussed by Attorneys 
Solomon 6. Leviscn, of counsel for the 
receivers and V. V. Barnes, Dowie's at- 
torney. 


"We do not intend to lay paralytic 


hands upon Zion," said the former. At- 
torney Barnes declared that Zion would 
pay dollar for dollar. 


A proposition to make Dowie mana- 


ger under the receiver appeared to meet 
with favor on the part of the court's 
officers. 


TRADE CHECKS NO GOOD. 


At the Zion City general store..where 


Receiver Currier was introduced to Dea- 
con Clendcnen, the general manager of 
the stores, tho question arose 
as 
to 


whether the "trade checks" in use o,t 
Zion City were to be accepted at the 
store under Receiver Currier's adminis- 
tration in payment of purchases. Clen- 
denen said that many residents of.Zion 
had little or no ready money and were 
depending on trade checks which were 
given as money. If these checks were re- 
fused at the store hc^said it would work 
<i great hardship. After consulting with 
his attorneys Receiver Currier said that 
tlie checks would not be accepted. This 
decision was also made known to the 
mannger of the "Fresh Food Supply" of 
Zion which includes the butcher shop. 


In a short time it had become known 


throughout the city, occasioning a panic 
among those of Dowie's followers whose 
only assets are the trade checks. How 
tliesc are to live during the coming week 
unless they are assisted by more well-to- 
do neighbors was acknowledged to be 
problematic. 


RAlaE ?25,000 CASH. 


CTUCAGO, Dec. 2.—The receivers ap- 


pointed by the federal court began to- 
day going over the books of the Zion in-

of 
Dowie, Federal 


Custodian Paul Redieski is technically 
the head of Zion City and in control of 
its factories employing about four thou- 
sand persons. Efforts made throughout 
the night by Dowie's supporters are said 
to have netted nearly $25,000 in cash,

CLERK TRIES TO ESCAPE.

were busy.

take possession of Zion City bank. Ac-

brick building and entered.- .A clerk fled 
from a rear door with a bundle of pap- 
ers.

The 
trouble is with exemptions, abuses are 
absolutely certain. to .creep in and they 
keep creeping in until.'the breech is><niade 
so wide the law is practically mill and 
void.

SUBSIDY A«MtBT. 


Congressman Grosvenor declares the 


subsidy question wilV not be withdrawn. 
He insists it ia a living farce, an imue, 
not to be'obliterated and that if a vat* 
could be taken the peojle would by * 
hwge majority declare themselves ao in 
favor. As usual with these inshtmts, 
tBeir pattern of a subsidy law must be 
the only pattern and there must be 


i no other, just ac in this state there can 
be no other brand of a primary ideation 
taw except that favored by the authors. 
But it may be Mr. Grosvenor may be 
mistaken, arid that s, majority of the 
American urny not in favor of a sub- 
sidy law which in its terms provided for 
the enrichment of already wealthy ones, 
and for the encouragement of pronounc- 
ed American monopolies, owning their 
own steamers. There was no encourage- 
ment of the. common, average shipping, 
such'as will carry the bulk of a nation's 
commerce; If a vote could be taken 
both political parties would snow under 
any subsMy law such as has been pro- 
posed in congress. 


Tt has been pointed out that our mag- 


nificent coastwise trade wss built up by 
a subsidy process, but on other lines 
though. It 
is alleged our coastwise 


trade should be a jiattern for a subsidy 
:law that our foreign trade be vastly 
enlarged. Bnt since the particular form 
of assistance extended to coast -trading 
vessels can hardly be extended;to vessels 
playing.in the foreign trade, the feature 
is ;not applicable. 
If we could by law 


prevent any vessel with foreifn regig- 
ters( bringing any cargoes to this coun- 
try or taking any away, that would of 
course be an ideal subsidy- law. But this 


:very principle is applied with rigor to 
every particle of pur coastwise trade. 
Thus a foreign vessel can not 
carry 


freight between one American port and 
another. It can of course bring a car- 
go say from London to JTew York, but 
on discharging such cargo it can not 
take on a cargo at' New York and ta'ce 
such to New Orleans or any other Am- 
erican port. This privilege is strictly re- 
served to only vessels of American reg- 
ister, and for obvious reasons is not ap- 
plicable to foreign vessels. 
• 


But a proposition h;is been made by 


which a beneficial result may Be attain- 
ed that aid be given American vessels in 
another way. This by giving to every 
vessel of American register, that is ves- 
sels built in this country, who shall 
bring shipments from abroad to home 
ports a discriminative duty of say ten 
per cent. This drawback collected frpra 
the importers and presumably repaid to 
the vessel owners. 


But it can not be pretended the ma- 


j6rity of the people favor any subsidy 
law as the term is commonly under- 
stood. It is admitted Republican plat-

The best way to prevent a >ntter 


bowl from splitting is to rnb it well 
with fresh lani before !t has ever 
been wet. Heat .the lard arid grease 
tbe bowl inside and oui just as long us 
the wood will absorb the lard, which 
will usually be a large cttpful. A small 
brush is a convenient article to use 
about cleaning the ehnrn and dairy 
utenslis, as it is difficult to eleau thfi 
corners of the churn and seams of the 
pans with a cloth, and when these 
are neglected they make fine breeding 
places for microbes. A jjood way,to 
clean the wive piece of the,tnUk strain- 
er is to rub it both inside and out with 
dry salt and then shake it thoroughly. 
Before beginning the work of chura- 
iag one should hnvc plenty of boiling 
water ready to uae as soon as the 
churning Is finished, and the sooner the 
milk and butter are removed from the 
churn the loss trouble it will he to 
clean. Cold water should be used first 
to wash off the milk adhering to the 
side, and then scalding water must be 
freely used and in such a, way that it 
will reach the corners and crevices. 
Then dry -the nhiirn in the shade first 
and place it in the sun, for if it is set 
in the sun while wet the wood is apt 
to get warped. In most cases sour 
milk is the result of'the cans not being 
porperly washed, and the best method 
of cleaning them in to first wash the 
pans in warm water and then scald 
thoroughly find set in the sun to dry. 
There should be plenty of cloths to use 
about the dairy, and a good plan is to 
have' two sets of cloths and use them 
on alternate days, • sunning when not 
in use. The ctoths may be kept clean 
and white until they nre-entirely worn, 
out if they are boiled every other d«y 
in a strong suds, but they should be 
washed out in warm water first. When 
removed from the boiling water they 
should'be rinsed carefully. Then the 
cloths must have a good airing and 
sunning to keep them fresh and sweet. 
—Farmers' Advocate. 


Poor Cows. 


When a man-Increases the number of 


his cows' lit the expense of quality he 
does a very unbusinesslike thing, says 
Dairy and Creamery. Better not keep 
more cows unless they are good ones. 
Take better care of what you have and 
be content rather than buy poor cows. 
Where one raises big own cows he 
should test out the heifers that do not 
promise as well as possible, no matter 
if they are registered and have a good 
pedigree. We must have something in 
the dairy "barn besides breeding' to 
make a success. We want individual- 
ity. When this is well backed up by 
breed! ug all the better, but the profita- 
ble cow we must have. It is not al- 
ways judicious to sell a heifer if she 
does not come up to the standard the 
first season provided she gives promise 
of better work later on. One must use 
his Judgment as well as the scales and 
Babcook test with a heifer. It is a good 
plan to have an animal clearance sale 
and dispose of the undesirable cows to 
the butcher. 


'' Moitttnre In Bmtter. 


One of the problems for our butter 


makers to solve in the near future is 
how to bring up the per cent of mois- 
ture in our butter without interfering 
with its other market"qualities, says 
Dairy and Creamery. The-British law 
allows 16 per-cent of moisture in but- 
ter that is called genuine, while the 
average moisture content of our butter 
is about 12.3 per cent. Of a large num- 
ber of samples of Danish, Swedish and 
Irish butter analyzed the lowest ater- 
age of any lot was 13.57, while moat
